Three Bashi-BazouUs, who had committed 
some crime, -were liron^'ht bcfovo liiiu, 
and ho shot thorn with hi s revolver. Tho 
day of tho battU) ho arrived at the village 
of Ezirdze. Tho oHicer of tho advance 
guard, a liautonant who hud observed tho 
BussianB ambushed in the forest, a^- 
proaohod his General and announced his 
disoovery. Tho General replied by draw- 
ing his sword, which ho thrust through 
tho neck of tho lieutenant, saying, "WiuU! 

' you are afraid of tho iius.siaua ?" and he 
continued advancing toward tho forest. 
Suddenly hb was assailed by a perfect 

, hail of ntlo bullets, but still he advanced 
■with one batallion. The commandant 
implored him to retire, when tho gen- 
erar replied, "Colonel, you are also 
afraid ?" "No," said tho colonel, "but wo 
are going to lose our batallion; its exist- 
ence is at stake." Tho balls were whist- 
ling around them, and still the general 
advaocod with his single battalion — an- 
other followed him up closely. A Russian 
battaliou at this uiomont rushed from tho 
Jorost, but was couiplctcly annihilated by 
tho Anatolians. Tho Kussians then open- 
ed tiro from six field-pieoes bidden in the 
forest, and Aziz ordered forward throe 
only in reply, forbidding the second bat- 
tolion to advance. The whole of his 
division was very near, and a Lieut-Col- 

-: : one], . seeing the danger, immediately 
Bounded tho clarion for tho division to 
come up, but the General shot at him for 
giving orders without his permission. 
All, therefore, remained behind, fearing 
to risk tho fury of Aziz Pasha. Eiiisiiig 

■ his rilling whip, and cracking it wildly 
over his head to whisk away tho flying 
bnllets, he redo on to death. His aide- 
de-camp . tried hard to save tho corpse, 
dragging it by tho leg until he sa\v a 
squadron of cttvalry bearing down 01 him, 
■when ho lljd, and hid himself in u ra-vino.

The feoiiiig in England oviilently 
runs strongly against the TroLndeut of 
France in the courso be is pursuing 
witti respect to Gainl)etta. Nearly all 
tho late London papers contiuu edit- 
orials on tho subject, and tho tone is 
uiifavorablo. The "Standard," while 
it does not excuse, takes tho luo.st 
moderate view of tbo proceeding: — 

It was not likely tbat thoso who iu- 
stigalccl tho prosecution of Ganibotta 
would tuiuoly accept tho criticism of 
their oppouonts that they were com- 
mittiu^^ a gigantio blander. • Men do 
not often consciously commit mis- 
takes in politics, sinco in no other de- 
partment of hiunun affairs ia tho pen- 
alty for blundering so curtain or so 
swift. I\lortover, it is impossible to 
impute the step to an excess of pa.ssion. 
It has been taken with even more than 
customary deliberation. All the facta 
tend more and more to establish tho 
conviction that tho Govoruincnt is by 
no means of opinion that it is acting 
inadvertently, or but jioorly serving its 
own intore.-.;ts. Wo fear wo cantiot 
abandon or oveu seriously modify our 
own already expressed opinion as to 
tho wisdom of tho prosocution. Still it 
is desirable to nolo that the politicians 
who nro respousiblo for it confuleiitly 
entertain an exactly opjiosito view. 
Tho Daily Ncirs speaks out ])!aiuly: — 
There is something siiigularly i(;iiol)lii 
in tho plots which tho L)uc Do Brogiiu 
and his usaoeiates have got up to unuov 
and ombarasH M. Gambetta. The sjieer.h 
was made by M. Gambetta iu a jjrivale 
room with dorirs, and, so far as he was 
concerned, mi^;'ht be reL>utu;d as a imblic 
man's congonitialeoinmiiuieation with his 
friends, iho \)ur de ihoMlie is s.iii'.to bo 
an admirer ofEuj-lisli politiral hi8tc;ry ,aijd 
fond of proftssing to derive bisprecedents 
fioin that source. It would almoat seem 
as if ho bad been making Lord Sandwich 
his model. The forcible oj); niilgof Wilkes' 
desk in order to get at papers for tlio 
"pnblicatiou" of which U'iliu •. laigiit bo 
prosecuted appears to bo the laii st jireee- 
dont our history all'ords foi' {hn policy 
now adopted by Due de Vji\>^\ ,'. 
Tho Pall Miiil Cm/--.'//,' indulges iu spocu- 
'f a ^ie'eat of the 
Marshal at tho elections: — 

There aro some, indeed, who hold tbat 
a coup d'etat is already determined on. 
Tho objection to tbis view of MacMabon'u 
conduct is that yon cannot npset one form 
of Government without netting u|) another 
iu tho room of it, and that the coalition in 
whoso hands tho iMar.shal is cannot jio.s- 
sibly agree that tiiis substituted form of 
Goveruiucut shall be. It is eouceivablo, 
indeed, tbat tho Jlarsbal may throw over 
two out of the tbreo groops of politicians 
who make up hi.; jn-eseiu Cabinet, and 
cast iu bis lot for good with tbo third. 
But though tl'ia i j eouceivablo, it is scarce- 
ly more than coii'-eivablo. Putting asiilo 
tho fact that tbo Alarsbal's sympathies iiro 
pretty equally divided between Ltgiti- 
misls, Imporialibts and Orlounists the 
difliculty of working a a coup d'elat in tbo 
faco of a powerful enemy, with only a 
fraction oi'yonrown forces faithful to yrni, 
would be great euougli t.) doler a politi- 
cian of more resource than Marshal 
MacMabon. The only party- whoso co- 
operation would mako success possible 
aro tho Imperials; and if the Mar.-lial 
q.iarrels with both i^ectKJiis of the lioyal- 
ists, and becomes the instninieiit of a 
Boeap ir'i-it restoration, ho will falsify nil 
tho iudieatioas he has lately given of his 
real wisbes. But that lie may drift into a 
coup d'elalhy doing things whieb are in- 
consistent with any tlieury of constitu- 
tional preceduro, and that, having drifted 
into it, he may be forecil to put U|) with 
Bona])ai tibt as the only aid to be haJ, is 
not iiupoBsiblo. The prosecution of M. 
Gambotta has all tbo air of a bad imita- 
tion of the tactics which eveu under the 
Empire brought their authors no gooil, 
and each fresh act of pl itiiariim will make 
it more dillieult for the .Miirsh.d to return 
to a honiidrr policy. 

The Teleyraph seems to credit McMa- 
hon with some secret and sinister purpose. 
It says: — 

A Government that has been struggling 
ui.'Hci upulDiisly l(jr phu.-e and power is 
usually as timnroiis as it is reckless. Con- 
scious of the iiioial Wrakness of its cau-e, 
it may be ajit to e.\agge-rato the strength 
and ovtresliinate to tbo projtcts of its 
eu( lilies. But if this bathe real moiive 
underlying the prosecution of M. Gaai- 
betla it may, a.s .-oiiieof tlieir organs hint, 
open up to ibe M iiiislry a few chances 
wlii(-h may profit tlieiii not a little. The 
one bitter driip m tilt ir ciij) is that the 
Oppo.sitioii is iinit'.d. Tln^ olber is that 
it is moderate and law abiding iu word 
and deed. To augment M. Oambetta's 
personal authority and influonco at pre- 
sent might revivii uaiiiuL,' jealousies in 
the Rcptililiean pai ly. To pi ^.-i.-d in pro- 
secuting him mij,'lit evoke foiiie hiisty 
and ill judged expressions of indi^'iiaiion 
from liim and from his friends wiiich 
would justify the ( io\ ci ninciil in tre ating 
all tli(! iiio,-t inllin III lal 1 lepu Idieiin le.ul- 
(irs as they did 31. lJunni l JJuvenlier. 
H.iving til!!-. ; i;:!:; i! ei'rtlic g.-inoals <if llie 
opposing f(;rees, tli(.-y mouIiI not have 
nmi'h to fear from the disorganized rauk- 
aud tile. In a word, tbo delays, which 
tho paltriness of pretext which have 
liitherlo cliaracteri/.ed the action of tiio 
IiJinistry, bi.conio iiitelli(;il.ilo enough 
when We aKsnnie that tlieir i enii-ollicial 
cxjilaii ilioiis for it are a.'^ tnilhlul as they 
are unworthy — wlieii wo see that it was a 
Ijolicy of provocation, inspired as a last 
desperate resort tbe failure of the 
Marshal's ])rovincial tour.

A Great Storm. 

The vind whioli bad blown in fitful and 
rainy gusts all day Thursday, freshened 
into a heavy galo towards evoning, and

The 
amount of damage was small when tho 
violoDco of tho btorm ia taken iuta cou- 
sidoration. Trees and fences are down 
in all directions, and orchards are stripp- 
ed of their fruits. A barn belonging to 
Mr. D. F. Adams, near tho Gorge, was 
partially dcstioynl, seyerul lu'iiso and 
shop doors auil wiiidoiYs wn'o Ijjowu in, 
and one or two roofs wore broken by fall- 
ing chimnies; bat we hear of no loss of 
life or limb, for which there is reason to 
bo thankful. Slii[)ping tluit chance.! to 
bo in or licur the Str.iiis must !):ivc been 
placed in a jjij.-iti jii ni u\lrct;iio [lei il; but 
no report of wrccka hus yet come to hand 
Tho fine .stoaiuer Aioxamlcr, from linr- 
rard Inlet, arrived about el-jvon o'clock 
Thursday night', and thus escaped tho 
full fury of the gde; but she was tos^ed 
about like a cork ou tho angry watcr.s, 
and it require-.] all the sliill aixl presence 
of mind of Gapt.

News telegraphs on August 30th the fol- 
lowing account of thofij^hling lit Pbpkoi,

PoPK9i, Aug. 30, ovoning. — I have just 
returned from witnesviug ii victorious on- 
gagomeut ou the heights opposite Pop- 
koi. Thu IjiitLle cum tiienced in tho morn- 
iug by a forward movement of tho divis- 
ions of Medjid Pasha who formed tho 
right wing, and Fuad and Sabit Pashas, 
who form.jd- tho ceiiire. !Medjid Paslia 
attacked tlio village ul Ivarahassunkuui. 
Tho troops, advancing' with great deter- 
mination, tirovo tho Iwussiana throuyh it. 
His right al.-^o ultacltetl tlio villa;^e of 
Bekiuii Y''u:iikuoy, whord severe lighting 
took placo in tho woods. The Itussiaus 
wore driven pell moll down tho hoight.s 
into tho Lom beneath. The Turkish tield 
ortillery was soletuiitlly liaudled. It push- 
ed through tho village to the oud of tho 
hlulls, and fired ou tno retiring columns. 
Meauwhilo ,Sabit i'asha fiercely assaulted 
tho villago of Bascliilslor with equal suc- 
cess from his position ou a lofty ' hill 
crowned by a threo gun battery overlook- 
ing tho whole country. Mohi mot Ali 
"thou ordered tho bugler to uound cea.so 
firing along the w hole line. Thou threo 
treuioudous clieer'-3 for "Allah" ran along 
thu whole line of the triumphant troops. 
A gouorul advance was then sounded 
umtdat rene\yed cheers. Turkish skir- 
mishers then Warmed into the Valley Lom, 
acrocH the briilgo a::d advaiicad eagerly 
to attack tho largo village of H.iydirketil, 
ou tho left bank of tho ijoiu, which was 
occupied without severe oppo,-,itiou, bring- 
ing tho action lo a close.
